Most annual rates in this 
report are based on observation of a month-long period; such rates can 
be converted to rough percentages for the month by dividing them by 120.

The crude death rate for June was about half that reported for May. This marked reduction reflects curtailed combat 
activity on many fronts resulting in a large decrease in the number of troops killed in action and dying of wounds. No signifi.

During July, as for the previous three months, battle casualties represented the largest single cause of evacuation 
to the United States, equalling almost 20% of the total evacuations. Following in order as principal causes of evacua- 
tions were: dermatitis, non-battle injury and sequelae and psychoneurosis. These four causes, including battle casualties. 
comprised almost two-thirds (2/3) of the total number of evacuations to the United States.

As of 27 July 1945 the total mumber of hospital beds present in the entire SWPA was 67700 of which 56900 were fixed and 
10800 were nonfixed beds. Each of these figures represents respectively the maximum number of beds ever reported as present 
in this theater. ; 


The total number of fixed beds occupied as of 27 July 1945 (31020) was substantially lower than the peak figure of 35608 
reported for the previous mont! month, the difference being due principally to a substantial decrease in the number of battle. 
casualty patients remaining and a moderate decrease in the number of patients remaining due to disease. 


The ratio of total fixed beds occupied to the total r/0 capacity of fixed beds operating was 81.8%, representing a sub- 
stantial decrease from the corresponding figure of 93.3% reported for the previous month. 


The hospital at Base "A* was closed during the week ending 13 July 1945. 
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At the end of June the total number of beds occupied in fixed hospitals in entire SWPA reached 
the highest level (both in number and in percent of strength) yet attained in this theater, and 
represented also approximately 93% of all T/O fixed beds in operation.

Patients discharged to duty from AFWESPAC hospitals during June averaged 21 days of total hospitalization. Patients discharged 
to duty after treatment in the neuropsychiatric service of AFWESPAC hospitals averaged 25 days during June as compared with 19 days 
during May. 

No significant changes — that reported for May occurred during June in tne average length of stay in SWPA hospitals prior to 
boarding for evacuation to the United States. On the average, neuropsychiatric service patients were boarded after 20 days hospita- 
lization as compared with 30 days for patients treated in either the medical or surgical services. 


Patients evacuated to the United States during July spent on the average only 10 days in AFWESPAC hospitals subsequent to being 
boarded,

The number of Dental Officers reporting the above Dental Service for the month of June was 


815 with the ratio of total Dental Officers to the total strength being 1.1 per 1000 men. 


The admission rate for Stomatitis, Vincent's, during June was 8.5 per 1000 per annum or 0.8 


per 1000 for the month, a slight increase from preceding month. 


For every tooth extracted, 1.3 were replaced by dentures or bridges, indicating that 30% 
more teeth were replaced than extracted. The average number of teeth replaced by each partial 
denture constructed was 9.6. During the month 1643 defective bridges were repaired or recemented. 
For each tooth extracted there were 4.4 permanent restorations, (fillings, etc) inserted. The 
average number of permanent restorations per reporting Dental Officer was 113.4. The average 
number of teeth extracted per reporting Dental Officer was 25.5. For the Amalgam restorations, 
35.6% were Oxyphosphate and Amalgam. Of the Silicate restaqrations, 4.0% were Oxyphogphate and 
Silicate.
